Preface 


The study of English coins is not a new pursuit. One wouldn’t 
really expect it to be: coins have been struck in England since 
the first century B.C., and they occur in rather large quantities. 
Except for one significant pause, the coinage has been continuous 
since the beginning, and the wealth of information which can be 
gleaned from the coins has yet to be fully realized. 


This brief discourse on the numismatics of England is pre- 
sented in two parts. The first will deal with the coinage, the 
second part will describe the highlights of the literature which 
has been written on the subject. Naturally a short discussion on 
such a complex field must be very elementary. But it is hoped 
that in its shortness, this story will give an acceptable overall 
view of the coinage, and of the numismatists who have published 
their studies of it. 


Part 1: The Coinage 


Briefly, the coinage of England can be divided into several 
major phases. The divisions are usually not sharply defined, but 
neither are they arbitrary. 


A. Ancient Britain. This period covers the coinage from its 
inception to the demise of the coinage of the British tribes, upon 
the Roman invasion by Claudius. 


The coinage began with copies of the gold stater of Philip II 
of Macedon. Rapid degradation of the style of the copies gave 
way to, or perhaps led to, styles very primitive and peculiar to 
Britain and Gaul. (The coinage of Ancient Britain and Ancient 
France are very closely linked.) A variety of metals occur, includ- 
ing gold, silver, and mixtures of copper and tin. 


B. Roman Britain. Although this period technically starts 
with Claudius’ invasion of Britain in 43 A.D., some Roman coins 
circulated there before that time. The Romans brought order to 
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the Isles, and they likewise brought order to the coinage. It was 
systematic, it was struck in at least two British mints, London 
and Colchester, and in general it resembled the style and fabric 
of the imperial issues of Rome. Gold, silver, and bronze were all 
used. 


The end of the Roman coinage of Britain is as obscure as the 
beginning is clear. When the last of the Romans left Britain at 
the beginning of the fifth century, the Isles were in chaos. No 
central authority was again to administrate the entire of Britain 
until the eleventh century. The coinage, almost entirely of 
bronze, began a rapid degradation, as new dies were simply 
copies of the previous issues. The coins of this period are gener- 
ally known as barbarous radiates. As the style diminished, so 
did the size, until just before the total end of coinage, the mini- 
missimi were coined. These tiny coins often were of less than 
3 mm. in diameter. 


The Roman coinage of Britain is usually considered to in- 
clude the coins struck in Britain and those struck in reference 
to Britain, such as the Britannia reverses struck outside the 
province. 


C. Anglo-Saxon England. Scholars now tend to agree that 
no coinage existed in Britain for about a century and a half, 
following the Roman retreat. Toward the end of the sixth cen- 
tury small coins began to be struck, first anonymously, then with 
the names of rulers, and finally, with moneyers names included. 
The gold was known as thrymsa, the silver as sceatta. The coins 
come from various kingdoms, as well as from ecclesiastical mints. 
A debasement is visible in the sceatta, which degenerates into a 
coin of bronze. An occasional gold coin was struck, but their 
survival today is so rare as to leave many questions as to their 
purpose. 

Then came the silver penny. Copied from a continental issue, 
it soon became the sole value to be minted. (Here again, the 
survival of the excessively rare Anglo-Saxon gold ‘pennies,’ as 
well as later Saxon half-pennies and ‘offering pennies,’ makes any 
dogmatic statement dangerous.) The various kingdoms vied for 
dominance, with Wessex finally becoming successful. The Anglo- 
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Saxon coinage ceases immediately with the Conquest, late in the 
year 1066. 


The following divisions follow the royal houses. The coinage 
itself is continuous, even as it was when William the Conqueror 
became king, upon the death of the Saxon Harold II. 


D. Norman England. Covering the reigns of the first two 
Williams, Henry I, and Stephen, this period is one of great 
numismatic importance. In addition to the highly organized mint 
system, with moneyer’s and mint signatures normally appearing 
on the coins, the Civil War in Stephen’s reign has produced some 


of the greatest numismatic mysteries: the Pereric and defaced 
issues, and the baronial coins. Except for a single surviving 


example of a half-penny of Henry I, all of the coins are pennies. 


E. The Angevin or Plantagenet Period. When Henry II 
came to the throne of England, the country was in turmoil and 
the coinage was also. But Henry was a great king, and after the 
poorly struck “Tealby” issue (which was, however, highly suc- 
cessful in supplying a stable currency to the country) the famous 
short-cross issue was begun. Unlike the Norman coinages which 
usually changed design at three year intervals, the short-cross 
coinage spanned four king’s reigns; Henry II, Richard the lion- 
hearted, King John, and into the reign of Henry III, a period of 
67 years! The following issues, first the long-cross and then the 
new issue of Edward I set the pattern for the coinage of the next 
two centuries. Experiments in a gold coinage (Henry III), and 
in multiples of the penny (the groat of Edward I) were unsuc- 
cessful, and England had to wait until the reign of Edward III 
for each of these innovations. 


During the mid-years of the reign of Edward III, the periodic 
testing of the coinage for purity and full weight (the trials of 
the pyx) gave rise to marking the issues with secret marks. In 
a fascinating detective manner, the sequences of these privy 
marks have been worked out so as to enable the dating of coins of 
the period to particular three month spans. 


The last century of the Plantagenets saw the Wars of the 
Roses, the execution of the princes in the tower, and a coinage 
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which, except to the expert, appears monotonous with little vari- 
ation from ruler to ruler. The period ended with the death of the 
‘evil’ Richard III, on the field at Bosworth. 


F. Henry VII, first of the house of Tudor, first of the renais- 
sance kings of England, was first to bring realistic portraiture 
back to the coinage of England (if it had, in fact, ever existed! ). 
The Tudor rose, the double rose of the white Yorkist and red 
Lancastrian, are boldly displayed on much of the gold coinage of 
this enlightened king. 


Following a reign of prosperity, Henry VII began the debase- 
ment of the coinage which he is famous for. It is fitting that the 
king’s nose on his facing-portrait shillings quickly turned red 
when circulated, due to the excessive copper in the ‘silver’ coin. 


The great reign of a great queen, Elizabeth I, brought to a 
close the Tudor dynasty. Elizabeth’s coinage includes magnificent 
designs in gold and silver, patterns for a copper currency, and 
successful experiments in a milled coinage. (Too successful per- 
haps, for the reaction to the machine-made coins was so great 
as to discourage their manufacture for almost a hundred years 
to come.) 


G. The House of Stuart. Elizabeth’s death in 1603, without 
an heir, brought James VI of Scotland to the English throne. 
James, the first for England, the sixth of Scotland, unified the 
two kingdoms under one rule, but issued separate coinages for 
each. James’ coinage is bold, of good metal, good style, and good 
workmanship. His son Charles I maintained the purity, and in- 
creased the excellence of design. Another experiment in milled 
coinage was made. It too was abandoned, but not before some 
exquisite pieces were struck by Nicholas Briot. 


Charles’ quarrel with Parliament led to the Civil War, and 
ultimately to the king’s execution. The coinage, always of good 
metal, but of warkmanship that varied, perhaps as the king’s 
own fortune, was issued throughout the country in denomina- 
tions never before seen. Imagine a silver pound piece! A three 
pound piece in gold! And; of course, the siege pieces from such 
places as Scarborough, Carlisle, and Pontefract Castles. And 
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finally the apparently regal issues, but with mint-mark (P) 
struck by authority of Parliament. 


The Puritan Commonwealth of England, the inter-regnum, 
lasted for eleven years. The coinage is singularly plain, the 
legends are in English, and but one issue was struck. Perhaps the 
most significant event in the coinage was the change in the mint- 
mark from the sun of Olivar Cromwell’s protectorate to the 
anchor of Richard, Olivar’s son who succeeded him. 


At the time, England’s prince of medallists, Thomas Simon, 
was at work. He designed the patterns of Olivar Cromwell, and 
the first issues of Charles II, upon that monarch’s restoration to 
the throne. In Charles’ second year the hammered coinage came 


to an end, and the mill was permanently established. Rivalry 
between Simon and one of the king’s supporters in his exiled 
days led to the competition which established John Roettier 
as the chief engraver and designer of the new milled coins. 
Simon’s petition crown was an unsuccessful protest to the king, 
but the coin has been almost unchallenged as the supreme mas- 
terpiece of English die engraving. Simon died in the plague of 
London in 1665. 


H. The final period in this discussion deals with the milled 
coinage. Therefore, the last monarchs of the House of Stuart, the 
Hanoverians, and the Windsors have been grouped together. 


The milled series has been one of rapid changes in technique 
of manufacture, in experiments in tin, in changes of copper to 
bronze, silver first to half alloy and then to copper-nickel, and 
in the discontinuation of gold for domestic coinage. 


Except for symbols indicating the source of metal, the coin- 
ages of Charles II, James II, William and Mary, later of William 
alone, of Anne, George I and George II are very much alike in 
style, fabric and values. The important exception being the coin- 
age of tin in the last year of Charles II, through the reign of 
James II, and for the first four years of William and Mary. 
Highly unsuccessful, the experiment was abandoned after only 
eight years. Eight types, five farthings, and three half-pennies, 
were issued. Yet today they are rarely seen due to their suscep- 
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tibility to corrosion. 


A very large issue of private traders tokens, struck to supply 
small change which otherwise was very scarce, occurred during 
the Commonwealth period and on into the reign of Charles II. 
That monarch’s copper currency put an end to the private issues. 


The reign of George III saw many changes to the coinage: 
the discontinuation of the large gold values; the change from the 
guinea to the pound; long lapses in which no coinage occurred 
in silver and copper; the contract coinage with Matthew Boulton; 
and the Bank of England de-evaluation of foreign money, mostly 
Spanish Dollars, followed by the Bank’s token money. 


The shortages of coins which occurred near ‘the end of the 
eighteenth century, and again in the early nineteenth century, 
caused widespread issues of tokens by private manufacturers, in 
an effort to alleviate the shortage of small change (although some 
of the tokens were of high values, including two in gold) and to 
advertise themselves or their ideas. The late eighteenth century 
issues were mostly of half-pennies and farthings, the nineteenth 
century issues ranged from farthings to forty shillings. Most 
were, however, of half-penny and penny values. 


The final changes to the metals of the present day coinage 
have occurred over little more than the last 100 years. The cop- 
per was abandoned in favor of bronze in Victoria’s reign; in 
George V’s reign gold was discontinued, and the debasement of 
the silver to half-alloy was completed by George VI when the 
‘silver’ coins became entirely an alloy of copper-nickel. 


Perhaps the most significant changes are yet to come. Deci- 
malization surely is a major step toward keeping money efficient 
to use. After all, that’s what it is for and that is why it tells us 
so much of the history of the Britains.

JOHN BERGNE’S ANNOTATED COPY 
OF HAWKINS’ 
“SILVER COINS OF ENGLAND” 


The importance of provenances (or pedigrees) of Anglo- 
Saxon coins is well established. It can aid in the determination 
of authenticity of questionable pieces, and it can contribute to 
the value of hoard evidence. It is particularly rewarding when 
lost evidence can be re-discovered. 

The publication of provenances is now being carried out with 
diligence. Notable are the volumes of the Sylloge!, and the efforts 
of R. H. M. Dolley and Mrs. J. S. Strudwick in “The Provenances 
of Anglo-Saxon Coins Recorded in the Two Volumes of the 
British Museum Catalogue’. Numerous other papers have also 
appeared on the subject in recent years. The paper immediately 
preceeding Dolley and Strudwick’s in the BNJ was entitled 
“Forgery in the Anglo-Saxon Series’’S. 

The fact remains that vast amounts of information crucial to 
the solution of many Anglo-Saxon problems has been lost. A 
glance through J. D. A. Thompson’s “Inventory’’’ will attest to 
this. Time after time hoards have been dispursed without being 
properly recorded first. The “Inventory” is of great value, but 
Thompson’s efforts may yet prove most valuable in creating a 
determination among contemporary numismatists to seek out 
and record find evidence. 

A clue to where some provenance information might be found 
was given by C. E. Blunt in his paper “XVII-XIX Century 
Manuscript Material on Anglo-Saxon Coins’’®. It was this paper 
which led to the discovery of just such a manuscript. Blunt 
states: “Of a somewhat different nature is the series of carefully 
annotated sale catalogues often illustrated by admirable pen 
drawings, that belonged to John Brodribb Bergne and were dis- 
persed in individual lots at the sale of his coin collection in 1873.

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The whereabouts of a few of these catalogues is known today, 
but the greater part are still missing. Besides the notes and 
drawings the importance of these catalogues lies in Bergne hav- 
ing in many cases added pedigrees of the coins in the various 
catalogues. Since it is only within the last fifty years that cata- 
loguers have made it a general rule to publish pedigrees, Bergne’s 
notes should enable considerable additions to be made to the 
published records. This is of far more than academic interest 
because, in this series, a forger of exceptional skill was at work 
from about the middle of the nineteenth century. His products 
are being identified progressively but a number of coins still 
remain under suspicion. When by its pedigree a coin can be 
carried back prior to his date, the case for its authenticity is 
greatly strengthened. No forger of comparable skill was, to our 
knowledge, operating at an earlier date; eighteenth and early 
nineteenth century forgeries are for the most part readily iden- 
tifiable as such.’’6 

The manuscript in question is an interleaved first edition of 
Hawkins’ in my possession. It is one of the large paper copies 
(73g"x111¢"), top edge gilt, and heavily bound in crimson leath- 
er, blind and gold tooled — the type of binding one would expect 
a serious student might own. On the interleaving are quite a 
number of notes in a very precise hand, and occasionally a draw- 
ing. Most of the drawings are cut from other printed works 
(2NC) but one is hand drawn on the interleaving directly. No 
bookplate or owner’s name can be found in the book, but in 
several places the notes state ‘In my Cabinet’. Other pedigree 
information includes the names of Durrant, Dymock, Murchi- 
son, Rashleigh, Evans, Bradby, and even Bergne. 

A note ‘In my cabinet’ is written below a pasted-in picture 
of a penny of William I, appearing to be Br. VII/I. Hawkins’ 
second edition®, pg. 169, states: “. .. and a coin of the same type, 
London mint, with the sceptre, but having the bust rather larger, 
and turned to the right instead of the left, was published by 
Mr Bergne in Num. Chron. XIV. 149.” I have not had access to

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NC XIV but presume the pasted-in picture is from that source. 
Conclusive evidence that this is Bergne’s copy of Hawkins comes 
on pg. 185. The printed text gives the pedigree of item 6. as 
BERGNE. Opposite this, on the interleaf, is written ‘6. I gave 
the coin here described to the B.M. on obtaining a better speci- 
men.” 

Now, if the book has any contribution to make it would 
be in the establishment of pedigrees for the Anglo-Saxon and 
Norman coins mentioned. The following is a brief list of the 
coins noted in those sections. The paste-ins and the single hand- 
drawn coin show both obverse and reverse in all cases.

“5. Rev: A flower, with name of moneyer and a rose of 
dots below. B.M. From the Devonshire Cabinet. Unique.” 
“KADWIG” above “Rev: Moneyer’s name round the coin 
— In the centre a rosette of dote. — Ext: rare. In my 
Cabinet from Mr. Cuff’s.” 
A pen drawing, directly on the interleaf, of a penny of 
William I, Br. I var. Below: “A variety of extreme rarity, 
differs from No. 233 in being without the Sceptre, and 
thus affords additional proof, if any were wanting, that 
this type is the earliest of the Conqueror’s money, as the 
two varieties correspond exactly, as the obverse, with the 
two varieties of the Coins of Harold II. 
A specimen was bought by Col. Durrant at Tyssen’s Sale 
(Lot 895) for L 2.12.6, and at the dispersion of the Dur- 
rant Cabinet is passed to the B.M. There is also a speci- 
men in the Cabinets of Mr. Cuff and the Rev. T. F. 
Dymock, and also in my own... . The drawing is taken 
from the latter, which is in perfect condition .. .” 
Below, a paste-in of printed picture, apparently a mule of 
Br. VII/Br. I. “In my Cabinet” below. 
Another paste-in, this time trimmed to the edges of the 
coin, of a mule, Wm. II, Br. I/Wm. I, Br. VIII. Below: 
Capt. Murchison, from Mr. Brice.” 
The second picture mentioned is apparently the coin pub- 
lished in the NC XIV, pg. 149, and mentioned by Hawkins 
(Kenyon), starting the last line of page 168 of the second 
edition. 
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This is the last entry until the reign of Edward IV. Most of 
the remaining notes concentrate on the reign of Charles I. The 
final one tracing the pedigree of a 1659 sixpence (Durrant, 
Wigan). It is interesting to note that Hawkins (Kenyon) appar- 
ently wouldn’t accept the authenticity of this coin, all three 
editions rejecting the date as false’. ESC (1496) rates the coin 
Ré.10 

From a comparison of the paste-ins and the sole ink drawing, 
it appears likely that Bergne prepared the original drawings for 
much of the work he published. 

John Bergne died in January, 1873, at the age of 72 (or 73). 
His obituary appeared on pgs. 13-15 of the Proceedings of the 
Numismatic Society of London (later the Royal Numismatic 
Society) for 1873.
